Watersheds must be guarded 
against pollution. Wells must be 
protected from the entrance of 
surface water from the outside

from polluted areas. Reservoirs 
must be protected from pollu­ 
tion, and the growth of algae in 
them controlled. Treatment plant 
procedures must be frequently 
checked to Insure that there is 
no slip in them. Mains- some-

clear them of objectionable min­ 
eral residues or vegetable 
growths. Cross, connections in 
the plumbing in houses, Institu­ 
tions and factories may be a 
source of danger. All along the 
line, frequent water samples 
must be taken and examined In 
the laboratory to detect the 
earliest possible sign of danger. 

To make that glass of water 
safe there has been the expendi­ 
ture of thousands, perhaps mil­ 
lions, of dollars, and the con­ 
stant care of dozens, perhaps 
hundreds, of trained and experi­ 
enced men.
